In Hanford many yoo, le re,orted it to Police 
Lieutenant Jack “oleomb; a California 'ighway vatrol- 
man was halted on the Golden State lighway near Kings- 
burg by motorists who pointed it out, ond wany , sole 
iu Frosno and other nearby areus watched it. 


To sone it a,yoared sli,tioal, lester shortening 
to nearly circular, bvt other regorts said it looked 
like the tail of a const. 


Heteorologists of the Fresno Weather Bureau to 
whom 1b epgeared to bo alnost wast, said it a2 erently 
was a valor treil laid down by a jot ,lane at about 
$5,090 feet altituds and illuminsted by the rays of 
the setting sun. 


The vagor had a pale, but shining, yellow color 
at first but bocane reddish later, and according to 
sone reports drifted northwestward about 9:50 Pi,
